AUSTRIAN MUVE CHECKED 

Hnllnns, llrlllsh nnd French Not Only 
Cliork Austrian thYcnslie, llnl Are 
AifRressiirs at .Many I'olnls — 
AuHtrlaui) Driven Bark 
Aenua PiBra RIvar. 

Rome. June 17— Not only are the 

Italians and their nritlsli and French 
comrades in arms liolilinn in check 
the Austrian offensive aloni; llie sreat- 
ur part of tlic hundred mile battle 
front from the rcnion soutlnvest of 
Trent to the Adrlatir sea. but they 
themselvea have turned aggreaaors 
on Bome of the more important sec- 
tors, especially In the mountain re-i- 
icins. 

Counter attacks in tlie hill country 
on the north at several points have re- 
sulted in the occupation by tho Allies 
of ground won from them in the ini- 
tial onslaught and the rertlflcatlon of 
their lines, while a Btlffenlni; of the 
rroiil alciUK tlie IMave river has made 
ini|iossil)le, for the lime beiOK at least, 
further fording of the atream by the 
enemy.

Rpiay for the 
llrst lime wliiii ilir |ilaiits have been 
out of the ground aboiil two weeks. A 
hand pump of the knnpHnck type is 
most convenient for this appliratipn 
The second spraying may be given 
when the plants have developed a 
good system of runners. The third 
s|iiayiim sluiulil be liiveii about two 
weeks bd'ore inatiirily. If raii'lall is 
heavy and disease prevalent, an ail- 
dltlonal spray should be givon seven 
to ten days Itfter. 

Such a schedule merely suggests a 
set of applications that might he ef- 
fective in an iivera^e season, lu case 
dry weather prevails duriiiK the trow- 
ing si'ason. Ilie second application 
/lay be delayed until two weeks be- 
fore maturity. If rains are frequent 
at this time, make another applica- 
tion In about seven to ten days. In- 
stances have been known where 
spraviiig wciiilil have pai l eveii tliouub 
the loailiim season was well mule-' 
way. Heavy rains and continued moist 
weather at any time during the season 
should be the signal for the applica- 
tion of Bordeaux mixture.
